In 
Regulation 6, the Appellate authority shall give a show cause 
notice to the officer employee as to why the enhanced penalty 
should not be imposed upon him and shall pass final order 
after taking into account the representation, if any, submitted 
by the officer employee. 

5. The Appellate Authority shall dispose of the appeal within a period 
of ninety days from the date of its receipt from the appellant: 

Provided that the time limit specified in this regulation shall noL 
apply to cases having a vigilance angle and where major / minor 
penalty proceedings against the officer employee have commenced 
on recommendations of the Police or Central Bureau of Investigation 
or Central Vigilance Commission, as the case may be, investigating 
the matter. 

6. The cases lying pending over ninety days shall be reviewed 
periodically by the Appellate authority and reasons for non-disposal 
of the cases shall be recorded in writing.
